proper ; ^nb formas, the said Petitioners have, by their own 
free and independent a£tion, elefted from themfelves and their 
aflociates, the following Brethren to be the First Officers of 
faid Encampment, viz : Sir Edward A. Raymond, M. E. Grand 
Commander; John J. Loring, Generaliffimo ; A. Burnham 
Young, Captain General; Charles W. Moore, Prelate; Albert

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ARTICLE I. 

OF WHOM THE ENCAMPMENT SHALL CONSIST. 

Section I. The De Molay Encampment of 
Knights Templars, and the Appendant Orders, fhall 
confift of a Grand Commander, Generaliflimo, 
Captain General, Prelate, Senior Warden, Junior 
Warden, Treafurer, Recorder, Sword Bearer, Stand- 
ard Bearer, Warder, three Captains of Guards, 
Mufical Diredor, Armorer and Sentinel, and as 
many Knights as the majority of the members 
may, from time to time, determine. 


MEETINGS OF THE ENCAMPMENT. 

Section II. The Encampment (hall affemble 
on the fourth Wednefday of each month, unlefs 
otherwife ordered by vote of the Encampment, and 
alfo upon fuch fpecial occafions as may be ordered 
by the Encampment or the Grand Commander. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Section III. The eleven firft enumerated 
Officers fliall be chofen annually, at the Hated 
meeting in Odober, by written ballot The others 
fliall be appointed by the Grand Commander 
immediately after his inftallation. 
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INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS. 

Section IV. The Officers fhall be inftalled as 
foon as may be convenient, and {hall hold their 
offices until their fucceffors are inftalled. 

VACANCIES IN OFFICES. 

Section V. Should any elective office become 
vacant, from any caufe whatever, fuch vacancy 
fhall be filled at the firft ftated meeting after fuch 
occurrence, provided the ufual notice fhall have 
been given on the notification of faid meeting. 
Any officer appointed by the Grand Commander 
who wilfully neglefts his duties for three fucceffive 
meetings, fhall be confidered as having relinquifhed 
his office, and a fucceflor fhall be appointed. 

ARTICLE n. 

GRAND COMMANDER. 

Section I. It fhall be the duty of the Grand 
Commander to convene regular and fpecial 
Encampments, and prefide, when prefent, at all 
fuch affemblies ; to inftruft the officers and 
members generally in the myfteries of the Order; 
to difpenfe juftice, reward merit, encourage truth, 
and diffufe the fublime principles of univerfal 
benevolence. 


GENERALISSIMO. 

Section II. It fhall be the duty of the Gener- 
aliflimo to affift the Grand Commander in his 
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vanous duties; to receive his orders on all occafions 
and fee them duly executed; and, in the abfence 
of the Grand Commander, to command the 
Encampment 

CAPTAIN-GENERAL. 

Section III. It Ihall be the duty of the Captain- 
General to proclaim the orders of the Grand Com- 
mander; affift him in council, and to prefide in 
the Encampment in the abfence of the Commander 
and Generaliffimo. 

prelate. 

Section IV. The Prelate {hall perform the 
Various duties incumbent on Chaplains, and fuch 
others as appertain to his office. 

WARDENS. 

Section V. The Wardens {hall prepare the 
candidate, accompany him through the ceremonies, 
and introduce him into the Encampment 

TREASURER. • 

Section VI. The Treafurer {hall receive the 
revenues from the Recorder, and pay all demands 
againft the Encampment, when duly approved by 
the Standing Committee; he {hall keep a juft 
account of all moneys he receives and pays; 
exhibit the fame when required, and deliver to 
his fucceffor in office, within thirty days after 
the election, all the property of the Encampment 
remaining in his poffefiion. 
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RECORDER. 

Section VII. The Recorder {hall iffue notifica- 
tions to the members of all meetings, fpecifying 
in writing the names, places of abode, and occu- 
pation of all candidates, and, when directed by the 
Grand Commander, the fpecial bufinefs of the 
meeting; {hall obferve with attention the trans- 
actions of the Encampment, and keep a true record 
of the fame; colled the revenue, and pay it to the 
Treafurer, at leaf! once in three months; {hall ferve 
the chairmen of all committees with a copy of the 
vote by which they were appointed, and attend 
their feilions if required. At the annual meeting 
he {hall exhibit a fair account of all moneys by 
him received and paid. 

SWORD BEARER. 

Section VIII. The Sword Bearer {hall affilt in 
proteding the banners of the Order; watch all 
fignals from the Grand Commander, and fee' his 
• orders duly executed. 

STANDARD BEARER. 

Section IX. The Standard Bearer .{hall difplay, 
fupport, and proted the banners of the Order. 

WARDER. 

Section X. The Warder {hall fee the Encamp- 
ment duly guarded, and the Sentinels at their 
refpedive {Tofts ; {hall communicate to the Grand 
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Commander all petitions and requefts for admiffion, 
and favors, and return his anfwers accordingly. 


GUARDS. 

Section XI. The Guards {hall challenge with 
fpirit, examine with caution, admonilh with can- 
dor, relieve with alacrity, prated with fidelity, and 
defend with valor their refpedive polls. 


MUSICAL DIRECTOR. 

Section XII. The Mufical Diredor {hall have 
the exclufive control and diredion of the Mufie. 


ARMORER. 

Section XIII. The Armorer {hall have charge 
of all the furniture, regalia, and arms of the 
Encampment; fee that they are kept in good 
order, and fit for ufe. At the annual eledion of 
Officers he {hall make a return, in writing, to the 
Standing Committee, of every article in his 
department 


SENTINEL. 

Section XIV. The Sentinel {hall guard, with 
vigilance, the avenues to the afylum; give the 
alarm, when neceffary, and difcharge fuch other 
duties as may be required of him by the Grand 
Commander. 
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ARTICLE III. 

CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 

Section I. Every candidate for the Orders 
fhall make application in writing, enclofing the fee 
of fifty dollars, accompanied by a certificate from 
three Royal Arch Mafons that he has regularly 
received the degree of Royal Arch Mafon, and is of 
good moral charader and refpedability. He fhall 
Hand propofed from one meeting to another, not 
lefs than fourteen days intervening, (unlefs in cafe 
of emergency a difpenfation be obtained,) and 
before a ballot fhall be taken he fhall fatisfy a 
committee rel'pecting his knowledge and profi- 
ciency in the preceding degrees. He mull receive 
the unanimous vote of the members prefent, in 
order to be admitted. If he is not accepted, the 
fee fhall be returned. 


PROPOSING AND BALLOTING FOR CANDIDATES. 

Section II. The names of all candidates for 
the Orders fhall be fubmitted to the Council, and 
be by them approved before they are propofed to 
the Encampment The queftion, “Shall a com- 
mittee be appointed?” upon fuch applicant, having 
been put, and decided in the affirmative, the 
committee fhall be appointed, and through the' 
Recorder immediately notified of their duty. They 
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Ihall report in writing to the Grand Commander ; 
but the names of this committee Ihall not be 
announced to the Encampment, nor (hall the 
Recorder make a record of or be at liberty to 
divulge them. The balloting Ihall be ftriftly fecreL 
In cal'e one black ball only is call, a fecond ballot- 
ing may be ordered, but a third (hall not be allowed. 
When a candidate is rejected, no member (hall 
queltion another as to his vote, declare his own, or 
complain of the refult. 

NO CLAIM TO MEMBERSHIP. 

Section III. The fad of receiving the Orders 
in the Encampment Ihall confer no claim to be 
admitted to memberfhip. 

ARTICLE IV. 

PROPOSITION FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Section I. Any member wilhing to propofe a 
candidate for memberfhip, {hall first communicate 
his name to the Council, who may, if they think 
proper, announce the name to the Encampment, 
(none but members being present,) and order a 
vote on the following question, viz. “Is it the 

pleasure of the Encampment that Sir A B 

be propofed for memberfhip?” This vote {hall 
be taken by ballot, and, if it is unanimously in the 
affirmative, the applicant may be propofed, and 
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a committee appointed, in the fame manner as is 
provided for candidates for the Orders, and not - 
otherwife. If he is rejected no record (hall be 
made of the refult. . 

ballotinc for membership. 

Section II. Candidates for memberfhip (hall 
be balloted for between the hours of eight and nine 
o’clock, p. m., at ftated meetings only, after having 
been propofed one month, and their names being 
inferted on the notifications for the meeting at 
which the balloting takes place. The unanimous 
vote of the members prefent (hall be neceffary 
for their admiffion ; and no one (hall be entitled to 
the privileges of a member until he has figned 
the Bye-Laws and paid the admiffion fee. When 
the ballotings take place none but members (hall 
be prefent 


ADMISSION OF HONORARY MEMBERS. 

Section III. Knights Templars who have 
been eminently ufeful to the inftitution, or to 
this Encampment in particular, may be admitted 
Honorary Members, by being propofed and 
balloted for at the annual meeting, in the fame 
manner as is provided for full memberfhip ; and 
faid Honorary Members (hall enjoy all the rights 
and privileges of members, but (hall not be fubject 
to quarterages or afleflments. 
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FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Section IV. Any member (honorary members 
excepted) who abfents himfelf for fix fuccefiive 
regular meetings, or . who neglects to pay his quar- 
terages or afleffments for one year, fhall forfeit his 
memberfhip, unlefs a fatisfaftory excufe be gffered: 
Provided also, three months notice fhall have been 
given by the Recorder to fuch delinquent 

NEGLECT TO SIGN BYE-LAWS. 

Section V. Any Knight Templar who may be 
admitted a member, and who fhall negled to fign 
the Bye-Laws, or to pay the admifiion fee within 
three months after his admifiion, and notice thereof 
by the Recorder, mufl fubmit to the forms of being 
re-propofed, and again balloted for. 

DISCHARGE FROM MEMBERSHIP. 

Section VI. Should any member wilfully violate 
the principles of his profeffion, or reveal the confi- 
dential tranfadions of the Encampment to any 
perfon not a member, he may be difcharged at any 
regular meeting by a majority of the members pre- 
fent ; he having received at leaf! ten days previous 
notice of fuch intention to difcharge him. 

ARTICLE V. 

STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE ENCAMPMENT. 

Section I. The Grand Commander, General- 
iffimo, and Captain General fhall be a Standing

Committee, whofe duty it (hall be to audit the 
accounts of the Treafurer and Recorder, and report 
at the annual meeting ; to examine all bills againft 
the Encampment, and, if approved, two at lead 
of the committee (hall fign them before payment 
by tl^g Treafurer; they (hall alfo examine and 
decide all excufes for breach of thefe Bye-Laws, 
and tranfad generally the financial affairs of the 
Encampment, unlefs it is otherwife fpecially 
ordered. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES AND THEIR EXPENSES. 

Section II. All committees, except the Stand- 
ing Committee, fhall report their doings at the 
next meeting after their appointment. All neces- 
fary expenfes of committees shall be defrayed by 
the Encampment. 

* ARTICLE VI. 

ENCAMPMENT FUND*- 

Section I. From and after die firft day of 
January, a. d. 1857, the fum of five dollars from 
the. fee received of each fuccefsful applicant for the 
Orders of Knighthood, and the fum of two dollars 
from the fee received of each applicant fot mem- 
berfhip, and the fum of one dollar from the annual 
amount received of each member in quarterages, 
fhall be fet apart, and fhall together form a fond to 
be defignated the “Encampment Fund.” 
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APPROPRIATION OF ENCAMPMENT FUND. 

. Section II. This fund fhall be carefully and 
judicioufly in veiled by the Treafurer, under the 
unanimous and written direction of the “Encamp- 
ment Committee;” and the income, only thereof 
lhall be appropriated for the relief of diftrefled 
members, their widows, and minor children, and 
for fuch other purpofes as lhall be defignated by 
vote of the Encampment. 

ADDITIONS TO THE FUND. 

Section III. The unexpended income of this 
fund, together with all donations to it, and all 
appropriations made to the fame by vote of this 
Encampment, lhall be annually added to the 
principal. 

principal of the fund. 

Section IV. No part of the income of this 
fund lhall be appropriated to any purpofe what- 
ever, until the principal lhall amount to two 
thoufand five hundred dollars. 

RATE OF INCREASE NOT TO BE DIMINISHED. ' 

Section V. Until after the principal of this fund 
fhall amount to two thoufand five hundred dollars, 
it lhall not be confidered good knightly faith in the 
Encampment to diminilh the rate of increafe as 
eftablilhed by the preceding fections of this 
article. 
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ENCAMPMENT COMMITTEE. 

Section VI. At the annual meeting for the 
choice of Officers, there (hall be chofen by ballot a 
committee of three, to be ftyled the “ Encampment 
Committee,” whofe duty it (hall be to direft the 
inveftment of the Encampment Fund, and to 
report their doings thereon, and the condition of 
the fund, at the fucceeding annual meeting. The 
Treafurer {hall not be eligible to election upon this 
committee. 


FAILURE TO MAKE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Section VII. A failure of the committee to 
make fuch annual report {hall render them ineligi- 
ble to re-election, except by the unanimous vote 
of the Encampment. 

ARTICLE VII. 

MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS. VISITORS. 

Section I. No Sir Knight, who is not a mem- 
ber of fome Encampment, {hall be allowed to vifit 
this Encampment more than twice, without the 
unanimous confent of the members prefent, to be 
afcertained by ballot 

ADMISSION TO THE RANKS. 

Section II. No vifitor or member {hall be 
admitted into the ranks of the Encampment, 
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except by fpecial vote, unlefs his uniform and 
regalia (hall conform to that which may be the 
adopted uniform and regalia of this Encampment. 

UNIFORM AND REGALIA. 

Section III. The perfonal drefs of the Sir 
Knights, when on duty, on all formal or public 
occafions, fhall be a black drefs coat, black panta- 
loons, black cravat and boots, together with fuch 
regalia as may from time to time be ordered ; but 
this drefs fhall not be obligatory at the ordinary 
meetings of the Encampment 

EXPENDITURES AND ASSESSMENTS. 

Section IV. No alteration of the regalia fhall 
be made, no extra afleffment laid, or vote taken 
for any public inftallation, proceflion or parade, 
except at meetings regularly called, with the busi- 
nefs inferted in the notification for faid meeting. 
The final vote fhall be taken between the hours of 
eight and ten o’clock, p. m. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

CENERAL RULES. 

Section I. The Encampment fhall open pre- 
cifely at the hour appointed, and fhall be dil'miffed 
at or before ten o’clock, unlefs urgent bufinefs 
requires a later attendance. 
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BYE-LAWS OF THE 


Section II. The orders of the Grand Com- 
mander (hall be implicitly obeyed. He {hall be 
addrefled by the Sir Knights handing, uncovered, 
and by the title of “ Eminent Commander.” 

Section III. All debates {hall be determined 
by the vote of a majority of the members prefent, 
unlefs otherwife fpecially ordered. The Grand 
Commander always having the cafting vote. 

Section IV. The members {hall addrefs each 
other, when on duty, by the title of “ Sir Knight,’’ 
and {hall on all occafions obferve the moft kind 
and courteous behavior toward each other. 

Section V. Should difputes unhappily arife 
among the members, it {hall be the duty of 
the Grand Commander, upon application of the 
party aggrieved, or of any three of the members, 
to convene the Encampment; when a careful, 
patient, and impartial inveftigation of the caufe of 
the complaint {hall be made, and the decifion 
thereupon of a majority of the Sir Knights prefent 
{hall be conclufive. 


ARTICLE IX. 

ALTERATION OR REPEAL OF BYE-LAWS. 

Section I. Thefe Bye-Laws {hall not be altered 
or repealed, unlefs they have been reported upon 
in writing at a previous meeting, by a committee 
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chofen for that purpofe, nor then without the con- 
fent of two-thirds of the members prefent. Such 
report muff be made, and aftion thereon had, at 
fome regular meeting of the Encampment, due 
notice thereof being given by the Recorder in the 
notification for faid meeting. The Bye-Laws fhall 
never be fufpended except upon the unanimous 
vote of the members prefent. 
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Every Candidate for the Orders, fhall pay, on 
making application for the fame, the fum 
of fifty dollars. 

Every Candidate for memberlliip, if knighted in 
this Encampment, fhall pay a fee of twenty- 
five dollars ; and all other Candidates, forty 
dollars. But Sir Knights who have already 
applied for memberfhip, or are now (Decem- 
ber 26, 1856) propofed for the Orders, fhall 
be admitted under the old table of fees. 

Each member (except honorary members, or thofe 
otherwife fpecially excepted) fhall pay quar- 
terages at the rate of five dollars per annum, 
femi-annually in advance. 

The Recorder fhall be allowed and paid, for each 
meeting he attends, five dollars. 

The Sentinel fhall be allowed and paid, for each 
meeting he notifies and attends, three dollars. 

The Armorer fhall be allowed and paid, for each 
meeting he attends, three dollars. 

The Prelate, Treafurer, Recorder, and Armorer 
fhall feverally be exempt from quarterages. 

For each Diploma, fuch fum fhall be paid as 
the Encampment may from time to time 
determine.
